Adam Simmonds 


Former Police and 
Crime Commissioner for 
Northamptonshire Adam 
Simmonds will be 
appearing before magis¬ 
trates in London next 
month charged with 
breaching the Data 
Protection Act. 

Mr Simmonds will 
appear before 
Westminister Magistrates 
on October 18. He has 
been accused of disclos¬ 
ing sensitive information 
to third parties in 2013. 
The charges followed an 
investigation by the 
Independent Police 
Complaints Commission. 

A spokesperson for 
the CPS said: “After a 
thorough review of the 
evidence we have decid¬ 
ed to charge Adam 
Simmonds with one 
offence of breaching the 
Data Protection Act 
1998. The case met the 
test set out in the Code 
for Crown Prosecutors 
that there is a realistic 
prospect of a conviction 
and it is in the public 
interest.”

A keen cyclist from 
Northampton will be 
among hundreds of peo¬ 
ple taking part in the 
first Silverstone Time 
Trial Challenge next 
month. 

Tim Peskett, 70, will 
join people of all ages 
and abilities on the world 
famous race track for 
the day-long cycling fes¬ 
tival. 

Tim will be joining a 
number of other keen 
cyclists over the age of 70 
who are also taking part 
in the 10-mile challenge. 


Tim only took up regu¬ 
lar cycling at the age of 
65, when he bought a 
road bike. 

Ahead of his ride, Tim 
said: Tve been cycling 
regularly since I was 65 
and, being 70, I treated 
myself to a new bike that 
is much lighter and it’s 
the reason I’m taking 
part in the Silverstone 
Time Trial. 

“I’m looking forward to 
completing the distance 
successfully and I am 
happy at the prospect of 
being one the oldest par¬ 
ticipants in the time 
trial.” 

The Silverstone Time 
Trial Challenge takes 


place on October 2 at the 
iconic Silverstone race¬ 
track and offers partici¬ 
pants the chance to cycle 
on one of the world’s best 
known tracks whilst rais¬ 
ing funds for charity 
Operation Smile, an 
international medical 
charity which provides 
free surgeries to children 
in developing countries 
with cleft lip, cleft palate 
or other facial deformi¬ 
ties. 

The Silverstone Time 
Trial Challenge will fea¬ 
ture a number of cycling 
options, including time 
trial events for individu¬ 
als and teams, a family 
lap and a leisure ride.

Anger at theft of 
memorial moped

A Northamptonshire father is 
in a state of shock after a rare 
Lambretta moped dedicated 
to the memory of his eldest 
son was stolen. 

In 1998, Derek Briggs’ eldest 
son Matt died after a motor¬ 
cycle accident in 1998 and the 
scooter was a tribute to him. 

On the floor rest are two 
inscriptions which are per¬ 
sonal from Derek to his son. 
One reads ‘In memory of 
Matt’. 

Derek, who has owned the 
50-year-old Lambretta 
moped for the past eight 
years, said he has been left 
‘shaken up’ after the theft 
which happened at Derek 
Briggs Motors in Telford Way, 
Kettering some time between 


11.30pm last Wednesday, 
August 31, and 12.15am on 
Thursday, September 1. 

Mr Briggs said: “I bought it 
eight years ago as I had 
always loved scooters and 
just wanted to work on it. 

“When I bought it the scoot¬ 
er was a wreck and I spent all 
my time and money restoring 
it. 

“The bike was 95 per cent 
original with its original 
engine the same one it had 
when it left the Lambretta 
factory in Italy. 

“When I had finished I 
decided to dedicate it to my 
eldest son who died while 
riding his motorbike when he 
was 18-years-old. 

“His passion was motor¬ 
bikes while mine has always 
been scooters. 

“So to have this happen has 
been shattering for me. We 


chose the colour purple as it 
was colour my wife liked so 
that is what it became a pur¬ 
ple scooter. 

“It’s original colour would 
have been light metallic blue” 

Mr Briggs said details of the 
scooters theft had been 
shared by scooter clubs in the 
UK as well as in France, 
Germany and America. 

Mr Briggs said: “The scooter 
world is a very tight knit 
group and they do not like 
thieves. We want to make this 
scooter too hot to handle.” 

The registration of the sto¬ 
len Lambretta is PRP 368D. 

Anyone with information 
about the incident can con¬ 
tact Northamptonshire 
police on 101.

Burst water pipe leaves residents high and dry

was fixed. 

The area which had been 
effected included Kingsley 
Park Terrace, part of the 
A5095 and Moore Street.

Fresh thinking for council leader 



Councillor Martin Griffiths 
never thought he would be 
sitting where he is today. 

But after 16 weeks in the 
hotseat at Wellingborough 
Council, the leader admits it 
has been a ‘rewarding’ expe¬ 
rience so far. 

In terms of political expe¬ 
rience, he has been a 
borough councillor in 
Wellingborough for nine 
years and for the last four 
months he has been 
leader of the council. 

The softly spo¬ 
ken councillor, 
who represents 
the Brickhill 
ward, would 
have shown no 
interested if 
you had said to 
him a decade ago 
he would be a local 
councillor and admit¬ 
ted if you had told him he 
would be leader of the coun¬ 
cil in 2016 he would have 
fainted. 

But being a leader of a bor¬ 
ough or district council in 
Northamptonshire in 2016 is 


not for the fainting, or feint 
hearted. 

It is a role which means a 
different way of working and 
a completely new way of 
thinking to deal with the 
financial constraints placed 
on it by central government. 

If Wellingborough Council 
gets it wrong, the buck stops 
with Cllr Griffiths. 

Cllr Griffiths accepts there 
is a weight of expectation 
from the electorate but 
said one of the 
strengths of 
Wellingborough 
Council is that 
its 36 council¬ 
lors work as 
team and not as 
27 Conservatives 
and nine Labour 
councillors. 

He firmly believes 
in what he sees as the 
democratic process of the 
committee system at the 
council, which means deci¬ 
sions are looked at equally 
by all the councillors and no 
decisions are taken by a cab¬ 
inet - unlike the process at 




Northamptonshire County 
Council. 

He said this is one of the 
reasons he was sceptical of 
any form of Unitary 
Authority be in for the 
county or North 
Northamptonshire. 

Cllr Griffiths said: “If there 
is a decision to be made in 
Wellingborough we are all 
involved, which would not 


be the case if we were a uni¬ 
tary authority. 

“What we have here in 
Wellingborough is strong 
democracy.” 

He is very proud of what 
the borough has achieved so 
far especially with the work 
progressing at Stanton 
Cross to the East of the town

Arson attack on 
300 bales of hay

A farmer from Northamptonshire has been 
the latest victim in the county to suffer at the 
hands of arsonists when £12,000 - £15,000 
worth of hay bales went up in smoke this 
week. 

On Monday evening just after 8pm, fire 
fighters from Northamptonshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, raced to Sandy Lane in Chapel 
Brampton where three hundred tons of hay 
were on fire. 

William Rice, from Chapel Brampton, said: 
“This type of crime costs a lot of money even if 
the insurance company pays up, the cost rises 
and then there is the question of will they 
insure us again? 

“It is very frustrating and this type of crime 
is a big problem all over the county and noth¬ 
ing is being done about it. 

“It didn’t spread on Monday as there was no 
wind and as soon as we saw what had hap¬ 
pened we ploughed a pit around the burning 
bales of hay to contain the fire. 

“People do not realise how quickly stubble 
can burn, they just do not think through what 
they are doing and just believe it is a bit of fun. 

“If someone was homeless and had got in 
between the hay to sleep for the night then it 
would have been a case of murder and not just 
arson. This is a scary possibility. 

“However you look at this incident it has still 
cost a lot of money. It cost us money to grow 


the straw, cut it and get it moved. 

“The people I feel sorry for are the lads who 
work on the farm and have put in such long 
hours and are very dedicated. 

“And now they cannot believe all their hard 
work and effort has gone in 30 seconds. 

“People just do not seem to have the respect 
for the countryside they used to.” 

Mr Rice said one clear message he wanted to 
get across to people following this incident 
was arson is a very serious offence. 

An eyewitness has spoken of the frightening 
situation she faced when she saw 300 tons of 
straw on fire close to a Northamptonshire vil¬ 
lage. 

Margaret Smith from Smiths Farm Shop in 
Chapel Brampton first saw the huge fire last 
night at about 9pm when she was driving back 
to the village. 

She said: “It was frightening. It looked like it 
was at the other side of the valley but as I got 
closer to the village it became more and more 
visible. 

“Initially I thought it was in Kingsthorpe but 
then I could see it was in Chapel Brampton. 

“I was driving past at about 9.20pm and I 
understand the fire engines got the call about 
8pm. 

“It was frightening as the blaze was not that 
far away from some cottages in the lane. 

“It must have been a worrying time for the 
people living there and I kept my fingers 
crossed they would be all right. 

“This must have been someone setting fire 
to it deliberately. 

The incident is being treated as arson

Greyfriars plans 
include a cinema

The developers hoping to change the face of 
Northampton town centre by transforming 
the site of the former Greyfriars bus station 
into a leisure and living destination have 
been revealed. 

Having only been known as ‘developer A’, 
until their proposal was selected by 
Northampton Borough Council last 
week, the winning bidder has now 
been named as Greyfriars 
Quarter Developments Limited. 

The firm is a development con¬ 
sortium which comprises of R G 
Carter Construction and 
Endurance Estates, who will now 
work to design and build a cinema 
in the leisure hub, student and retire 
ment flats, apartments and six restau¬ 
rants and retail units. 

Tim Holmes, director of Endurance Estates 
said: “Our Greyfriars Quarter proposals will 
bring a dynamic and vibrant mixed use com¬ 
munity to this now redundant site and pro¬ 
vide a vital linkage between the shopping 
centre, the new leisure proposals and the 
Newland area.” 




Detailing the plans, a spokesperson for the 
developers said: “The Greyfriars Quarter has 
been designed to offer the residents of 
Northampton a new mixed use, vibrant lei¬ 
sure hub in the town centre that will include a 
multiplex cinema of up to eight screens with 
in-house bistro and also offering live sports 
screening. 

‘Adjacent to the hub there will be six restau¬ 
rants offering a diverse range of food to 
improve the offer in the town centre. 
“The leisure hub will be linked by 
recreating the original link to the 
.Grosvenor Centre which will facili- 
| tate new retail stores in an under¬ 
utilised area of the shopping centre 
which will increase foot-fall and 
could mean the centre can open 
longer in the evening. 

The link will also enable shoppers to 
access a new pedestrianised area and central 
plaza around the hub. This scheme will bring 
open spaces and reduce the area of traffic on 
roads around the shopping centre.” 

A planning application for this new scheme, 
in the town centre is expected to generate up 
to 380 new jobs during the construction 
phases. 

Plans are expected to be submitted in 2017.

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Charity helping 
more homeless

The number of people seek¬ 
ing the help of a homeless 
charity in Northampton has 
risen by 25 per cent in the 
past four years. 

Volunteers at the Hope 
Centre - a charity for the 
homeless, vulnerable and 
disadvantaged - now deal 
with more than 110 people 
every day. In 2012 the number 
was 90. 

The increase in demand 
means the centre, which is 
based in Campbell Street, is 
now more than ever in 
desperate need of funds - 
according to the charity’s 
chairman, Adrian Pryce, who 
works at the University of 
Northampton’s Faculty of 
Business and Law. 

Speaking at Thursday’s 
launch of the Hope Centre’s 
annual summer fundraiser of 
a 260-mile charity bike ride 
from the University’s Park 
Campus to Belgium, Mr Pryce 
said: “We help more than 
1,000 clients each year from 
Northampton alone. 

“The Hope Centre spends 
around £500 for each person

we help, but it’s just not 
enough. 

“The charity is perhaps best 
known for its soup kitchen 
and helping rough sleepers, 
but it’s now become much 
more than that. 

“Our services have devel¬ 
oped so that we now help 
around 1,000 people in the 
town who suffer from severe 
and multiple disadvantages 
of various forms, which 
makes them homeless or puts 
them at the risk of becoming 


homeless. More often than 
not these problems arise from 
childhood trauma such as 
physical or sexual abuse 
which has set their lives on a 
destructive track. Others 
have fallen on hard times as 
adults after a marriage break¬ 
down, loss of job or extreme 
stress - or they may have had 
problems with the criminal 
justice system.”

A senior academic at the 
University of Northampton 
believes the county needs 
to ‘raise its profile’ if it 
wants to do business with 
China.

The drive to improve our motoring 


Everyone knows their 
driving suddenly 
improves when they 
have a police car 
behind them, but 
how would you do 
with a clipboard- 
wielding police 
sergeant in the 
passenger seat? 
Reporter Hilary Scott 
and H&P Editor 
Steve Scoles took the 
Carkraft test...

There are worse places to learn how to drive 
properly than Porsche’s driving experience 
centre at Silverstone. However the car park, 
lined with top-of-the-range sports cars, is not 
where you want to show even the slightest 
lack of concentration. 

Dozens of drivers attended Carkraft last 
weekend, a series of free workshops which 
help both experienced and new drivers 
improve their skills and ultimately make 
Northamptonshire’s roads a safer place. 

The Carkraft scheme was introduced in 
2001, originally as a response to the high 
number of casualties involving those aged 
17-25 on Northamptonshire’s roads. 

Keith Millard, Northamptonshire Highways’ 
safety officer, and a former policeman of 
30-years standing, organises the free event 
both at Silverstone and Rockingham. 

He explained: “It started 15 years ago when 
young drivers were having a disproportionate 
amount of accidents on our county’s roads. At 
first we targeted the 17-24 year olds, and later 
expanded it to non-drivers of 15 and 16 and by 
2012, to experienced drivers to refresh their 
skills.” 

Driver error, excess speed, alcohol and inex¬ 
perience were identified as the major con¬ 
tributory factors for young driver accidents in 
2001. By 2014 there had been a dramatic drop 
of 43 per cent in accidents involving the 
under-24s, which, while they couldn’t prove 


was directly as a result of Carkraft alone, cer¬ 
tainly indicated the police were onto some¬ 
thing by educating younger drivers. 

Today the courses focus on specific areas 
depending on the age and experience of the 
driver, with even non-drivers taken through 
specific tasks. 

Mr Millard said: “For drivers, there are three 
workshops: First you are taken out on the 
road with a police driver who observes you, 
then next you drive through the kick-plate 
and ice hill [a series of water and skid hazards 
at the circuit] before a classroom based ses¬ 
sion to challenge driving behaviour you may 
not even know you had.” 


The courses are funded partly by using the 
£90 fee paid by drivers caught speeding in the 
county, who have opted for the awareness 
course rather than points on their licence, 
plus funding via Northants County Council 
and sponsorship by Renault UK, who provide 
the cars, and Adrian Flux, who insure them. 

The next available course has spaces for 
non-drivers aged 15 and over, and provisional 
licence holders, which includes a lesson in a 
car from Advanced Driving Instructors, at 
Silverstone on Sunday October 30.

What is it like to take the test? 


We were never meant to be booked onto 
Carkraft - it was supposed to be a book¬ 
ing for our two teenage, non-driving 
sons, both provisional licence holders 
who hadn’t yet ventured as far as apply¬ 
ing for tests. Secretly, we were hoping 
that a few home truths about young driv¬ 
er accidents would make them less likely 
to stuff a younger brother in the boot or 
drive the morning after a Big Night Out. 
But as teenagers are prone to do, they’d 
double booked themselves elsewhere, so 
the parents went instead, ready to show 
the ‘skills’ that almost thirty years of 
driving experience should have devel¬ 
oped. 

Our first ‘test’ was a half hour each at 
the wheel of a brand-new Renault with 
advanced police driver and firearms 
Sergeant Stu Crossland. No pressure. 

Steve went first, and drove like Captain 
Slow, despite being the one with three 
points for speeding and two speed 
awareness courses. Clearly he HAD 
learned something after so many years 
driving, but not how to change down the 
gears directly, (like from 5th to 2nd) rath¬ 
er than 5-4-3-2-1. 

We were both directed to drive on back 
roads and the motorway, and thankfully 
we both were graded as ‘safe’. Although 
Steve will tell you he scored better than 
me as I was marked down for slowing to 
speed limits rather too late into the zone. 
Still, I’m the one without the points on 
my license. 

Back at Silverstone we changed cars and 
instructors and were whizzed around the 
kick-plate, a multimillion pound test 
track that sprays water over a turntable 
that randomly ‘kicks’ the car violently left 
or right, simulating a skid. Then we both 
got to have a go, making sure to not pull 
the steering wheel but aim at where we 
wanted the car to go. Scary, but very use¬ 
ful. 

Next was ‘Ice hill’, a water and plastic- 
floored simulation of, well, an icy hill. If 
you turned the steering too abruptly, you

felt the car slip away beneath you. 

Despite being great fun, this showed 
exactly how to cope if encountered in real 
life. It also made you think how much 
easier the modern technology in new cars 
has made driving, something absent in 
our own family’s ancient second-hand 
motors. 

Finally we were in the classroom, where 
everyone spectacularly failed a roadsign 
test from the Highway Code, and we just 
about redeemed ourselves with knowl¬ 
edge of the four things most likely to kill 
today’s generation of drivers - speeding, 
mobile phone use at the wheel, drink or 
drug-driving and failure to wear seat- 
belts. And it’s not just the young and 
inexperienced drivers who are casualties. 

Driving away from Silverstone, I did try 
and keep both hands on the steering 
wheel and not steer one-handed like a 
truck driver (an observation), and keep to 
the speed limits BEFORE the signs rather 
than after passing them. An afternoon 
well spent, which hopefully will lead to 
better driving all round on our county’s 
roads.

But is it like a Tardis inside? 



IT’S hard to imagine the Doctor 
without his time-travelling 
police box, but when BBC 
producers were devising the 
show in the early 1960s, they 
thought viewers shouldn’t see a 
machine, just ‘a shape of 
nothingness’. 

However, the Beeb’s head of 
drama Sydney Newman, who 
commissioned the first series, 
insisted an invisible machine 
wouldn’t cut it, and the writers 
struck on the idea of the iconic 
Tardis. 

There were fears that a 
science fiction drama wouldn’t 
be popular with TV audiences 
and the first episode was 
discreetly advertised in the 
Radio Times on Saturday 23 
November 1963 at 5.15pm, 
sandwiched between Grandstand 
and Juke Box Jury. However, 
despite an opening night that 
clashed with coverage of the JFK 
assassination, Doctor Who was a 
hit, and half a century later 
there’s still great excitement 
about the new series and a 
Christmas special. It’s just been 
announced that this year’s 


festive outing will feature a 
one-off guest companion, ahead 
of next year’s new series. The 
BBC has also just commissioned 
an animated series reviving six 
long-lost episodes of a 1966 
six-part story The Power of the 
Daleks, featuring the first ever 
regeneration when Patrick 
Troughton took over from 
William Hartnell. 

Back in the ‘60s, cast members 
rehearsed at a pub in Reckitt 


Road, Chiswick, which was later 
converted into houses. 

One of them, with three large 
bedrooms and two bathrooms, is 
on the market for £1.75m. Agent 
Dexters reckons it’s in excellent 
condition with large first floor 
south-facing double height 
reception room, courtyard 
garden and balcony.

Welcome to the house of fun 



SOME people might use a 
stair-lift to get from one floor to 
the other, but Kew House has a 
fun slide to get its owners 
downstairs double-quick. 

The modern family home - 
one of the finalists in Grand 
Designs: House of the Year in 
2015 - has a huge basement 
which includes a children’s play 
area with Astroturf flooring that 
you can get down to on stairs or 
a wooden slide. 

The site was originally a 
bunch of derelict garages before 
it was bought by award-winning 
structural engineer Tim Lucas 
six years ago for £400,000. 

The site’s transformation into 
a dream home now on the 
market for £3.8 million with The 
Modern House (0203 795 5920) 
was featured on Channel 4’s 
Grand Designs TV show in 
November 2015, and was also 
shortlisted for a Royal Institute 
of British Architects’ coveted 
award, handed out each year to 
the best new house designed by 
an architect in the UK. 


It didn’t win, but Kevin 
McCloud loved the property, 
saying: “The rooms in this house 
ping off in different directions 
yet the space feels generous, 
inventive, open and light, and 
well-connected to other spaces. 
Each room is like a cabinet of 
curiosities.” 

Set partly behind the fagade of 
a Victorian stable, it has two 
gabled wings around a central 


courtyard, connected by a glazed 
circulation block. The property 
is covered with pre-fabricated 
weathered steel, studded with 
holes to mimic the effect of 
dappled light through the 
branches of trees. 

The large kitchen/dining area 
has doors opening onto a walled 
courtyard, while there’s also a 
pantry, walk-in cloakroom, 
laundry room and wet room.

ARMCHAIR golfers are readying 
themselves for the excitement 
and sporting rivalry of the Ryder 
Cup which tees off later this 
month.

Somewhere to let off steam? 



RAILWAY enthusiast and 
Thomas the Tank Engine author 
the Reverend W. Awdry was 
inspired to write about his 
famous locomotives while lying 
in bed as a child. 

He would hear steam engines 
powering up the hill at a nearby 
tunnel from his bedroom at 
night while growing up at 
Journey’s End during the 1920s. 
They became stories which 
Awdry later told to his son 
Christopher when he was ill 
with measles and Awdry later 
went on to write his first book, 
set on the fictional island of 
Sodor, in 1945. 

Cheeky Thomas has become a 
British icon for generations of 
youngsters, who still love the 
books about derailments and 
disasters - often brought about 
by an engine’s arrogance, 
stubbornness, jealousy or 
ambition. 

But in recent years some 
parents have taken exception to 
Thomas, branding the books a 
bad example to youngsters 


because they make analogies 
between the Rev’s Christian 
faith; the engines always pay the 
price if they go off the rails.

Hyundai’s people pleaser

Hyundai has taken the wraps off 
its new i30 hatchback describing 
it as the new people’s car. 

Designed, built and tested in 
Europe, the third generation i30 
will be on sale in Britain next 
spring. 

It will make its public debut at 
the Paris Motor Show later this 
month. 

Speaking at the reveal of the 
new model at Hyundai’s 
European headquarters in 
Frankfurt the Korean car maker’s 
chief designer Peter Schreyer 
described the new i30 as a car 
which combined practicality with 
excitement. 

The i30’s sleek design includes a 
new look front which will become 
a feature of all Hyundais in the 
future. 

A larger grille with a more 
upright stance and sculpted body 
lines flowing into the side panels 
are standout characteristics. 

A new 1.4-litre turbo petrol 
engine will be joining the line up 
and with an output of 140ps it 
delivers healthy performance sta¬ 
tistics of 0 to 60 in less than nine 
seconds. 

The new engine will sit along¬ 
side a 1.0-litre three-cylinder unit 
developing 120ps while diesels - 
which will be as economical as 
84mpg with emissions as low as 


89g/km - will use Hyundai’s cur¬ 
rent 1.6-litre engine in the states 
of tune developing between 95 
and 136ps. 

As well as six speed manual 
transmission the latest i30 will be 
available with Hyundai’s new 
seven-speed DCT semi-automatic 
box. 

Onboard connectivity includes 
Apple CarPlay as well as Android 
Auto and the dash is centred on 
an eight-inch high definition 
touchscreen display. 

“We thought about the people 


who would drive it,” said Mr 
Schreyer, adding that connectivi¬ 
ty for all the family now had to be 
a major factor in car design. 

Wireless phone charging will 
also be available and the new i30 
has a full suite of automated driv¬ 
ing features such as autonomous 
emergency braking, pedestrian 
detection, automatic cruise con¬ 
trol, lane departure warnings and 
a driver fatigue monitor. 

The car sits on a new chassis 
and is said to be some 10 per cent 
lighter than the current i30 but 20 


per cent more rigid - a feature 
which will improve handling as 
well as making it more sturdy. 

Changes have also been made 
to the steering and the suspen¬ 
sion and the car has been honed 
over more than 5,000 miles 
around Hyundai’s test facility at 
the Nurburgring in Germany 
where it has completed more 
than 480 laps of fine tuning. 

Inside, the trim and finish has 
been refined and the dashboard 
smartened up with fewer con¬ 
trols.

Volkswagen Golf 2.0 Est 

Take a look inside...

It’s unlikely to have the neigh¬ 
bours’ curtains twitching for a 
sneak view - but the Volkswagen 
Golf Estate is the archetypal 
family transport that puts prac¬ 
ticality and sensibility at the top 
of the list. 

A boxy shape, straight lines and 
an upright stance are the styling 
cues here. 

But the GTD version has a 
little secret. Beneath the in¬ 
nocuous bonnet is a punchy 
2.0-litre turbo diesel that pumps 
out a useful 181 bhp - sufficient 
to put a smile on drivers more 
accustomed to warm hatches or 
sports saloons. 

With lowered suspension, 
tweaked braking system and 
oodles of torque, the GTD puts 
back the fun in family motor¬ 
ing without penalising either 
economy of carrying capacity. 

Despite being capable of des¬ 
patching the 0-62mph sprint in 
an eager sub-eight seconds and 
topping out at I42mph, it will 
happily return a regular 50mpg 
on commuter runs. 

The turbo diesel packs a gen¬ 
erous 280lb/ft of torque which 
means mid range acceleration is 
of the thump-in-the-back variety. 

Steering is direct and relatively 
high geared relaying decent 
road-feel back to the helm. With 


a relatively heavy front end, it 
doesn’t feel quite as nimble as 
some petrol models, but there’s 
a reassuringly solid feel about the 
Golf which holds its own appeal. 

Engine noise is well suppressed 
- better in fact than other VW 
Group models that use the same 
unit. There’s little need to use 
high revs because of the ample 
torque, which helps make it a 
particularly relaxing car on long 
journeys. 

The six-speed DSG automatic 
gearbox fitted to the test car is 
the icing on the cake. Standard 
fitting is a six-speed manual 
gearbox. 

The twin clutch system - an 
extra £ 1,400 - is fast and 
smooth with imperceptible 
changes. There’s a slight penalty 
on economy and C02 emissions 
but I reckon it is outweighed 
by ease of driving. If you want 
greater control, there’s a set 
of paddles to play with on the 
steering wheel. 

The cabin design of the Estate 
faithfully follows that of the 
Golf hatch - sensible, solid and 
smart. The GTD gets a few nice 
touches of flair such as the tradi¬ 
tional tartan trimmed seats and 
leather-covered steering wheel. 

When it comes to luggage 
space, it’s up there with the 
best - only the cavernous Skoda 
Octavia estate beats it. With rear

LOWEST MILEAGE MG 
IN THE WORLD?

A 2004 MG ZT 1.8 Turbo, with an 
unbelievable three miles on the clock is set to 
go under the hammer at a classic car auction 
later this month. The car is exactly as it left 
the factory and its owner, who bought it for 
half price following the collapse of MG 
Rover, believes that it’s the best condition and 
lowest mileage MG Rover in the world. It will 
be auctioned at Classic Car Auction’s sale on 
September 24th at the Warwickshire 
Exhibition Centre where it is expected to 
fetch between £8,500 and £10,500. 

The current and only owner purchased the car 
from a Derby based dealer who was selling 
off the cars in 2005. It was then delivered to 
his farm just outside Silverstone race circuit 
with only one mile on the clock. The car was 
immediately placed into storage, initially in a 
heated garage, subsequently in a Carcoon and 
latterly in a Car Bag. Amazingly, the owner 
has driven the car just two miles along the 
driveway, meaning the mileage now reads 
only three miles. Finished in British Racing 
Green, it is in immaculate condition and 
exactly as it left the Longbridge factory. It 
still has the original ContiSport tyres and 
even the same fuel that was put in the tank all 
those years ago. The 1.8 litre turbocharged 
Rover K-Series engine is gleaming. The high 
spec interior, so well preserved there’s still a 
new car smell, features half leather seats, 
green alcantara door lining, air conditioning 
and CD player 


RETRO SEVEN REVIVES SWINGING SIXTIES BY: DAVID WHINYATES 



THE Swinging Sixties are being brought back to life by Caterham in the shape of a new throw-back variant of its iconic Seven 
which was originally on the drawing board in the mid-60's but never launched. 

Thi s time-capsule car has been brought to life as the Caterham Seven Sprint and is designed to delight Seven purists with 
retro detailing and a host of nostalgia-soaked features, including a choice of six paint colours that were original British 
manufacturer colours available in 1966/67. Many of the new model’s features hark back to the legendary Colin Chapman’s 
original Lotus 7 - the fore-runner of today’s Caterham Seven - including a powder-coated grey, chassis which is period- 
accurate for a Series 2 Lotus 7. The suspension and rollover bar are also reminiscent of Colin Chapman’s original while the 
flared front wings, polished exhaust silencer and uniquely retro-styled, individual rear lights all hark hack to the early days of 
the Seven. The retro feel continues in the cockpit with a wooden-rimmed sports steering wheel and dashboard in wood effect 
plus interior panels and upholstery hand-stitched and finished in striking scarlet red. Priced at £27,995, however, the Sprint 
has a very 21 st century price tag even though there are very few concessions to modem life, the main one being the three-pot 
80hp Suzuki engine which was originally installed in Caterham’s entry-level Seven 160 model. 

The launch of the Sprint heralds the start of Caterham’s ‘60 years of the Seven’ celebrations, which will culminate with 
a spectacular festival next s u mmer. To reflect the anniversary further, only 60 of the factory-built Sprints will be destined 
for the UK and European markets. Says Caterham Cars CEO, Graham Macdonald: “We have always prided ourselves on 
continually developing the Seven during the 44 years we have been custodian of the model.” “But we never wished to dismiss 
our heritage either and I know there are plenty of Seven purists and aficionados out there who will really appreciate the level 
of detail we’ve gone to with the Sprint to resurrect the spirit of those early cars.” “It’s a car that has been built today, with all 
the benefits that modem engineering brings with it, but the essence of the swinging ‘60s and is the perfect precursor to our 
60th-anniversary celebration in 2017.” 


VOLKSWAGEN UP!S THE ELECTRO ANTE BY: DAVID WHINYATES 

ALL-electric motoring is now available for little more than £20k with the arrival of the electrically-powered version of Volkswagen’s 
up! city car. With its 82 PS electric motor the e-up! boasts a peak torque figure of 210 Nm, equating to a 0-62 mph time of 12.4 
seconds and a top speed of 80 mph with a maximum range of around 93 miles between charges. Power is provided by a lithium-ion 
battery pack located within the car’s floor mated to a single-speed gearbox. The battery weighs 230 kg but, despite this, the e-up! 
still weighs less than its internal combustion-engined sibling, tipping the scales at 1,139 kg thanks to extensive weight-saving 
measures. The necessary variety of charging cables includes a fast charge connection which allows for up to 80 per cent of the 
battery’s capacity to be replenished in just 30 minutes. Meanwhile, a full charge from a standard household plug takes nine hours. 
Customers can purchase an optional wall box for home garage use, which provides a 3.6 kW supply and can recharge a battery in 
six hours. The e-up! comes with an extensive line-up of standard equipment including electronic air conditioning, cruise control, 
parking sensors plus auto activation for the wipers and headlights. Fresh styling features for the five-door electric version include 
beefier front bumpers which house LED running lights and a more angular back bumper which includes a prominent diffuser panel 
alongside a sharper tail light design. Like its conventionally-powered stablemate the e-up! features an innovative smartphone 
docking station which enables the driver’s phone to be turned into the car’s infotainment system. The smartphone can be used to 
select and play music, or as a navigation system. It can even display key systems data and tips from the Volkswagen Think Blue 
Trainer which coaches a driver in efficient driving techniques. The new e-up! is priced at £20,780 including the Government Plug¬ 
in Car Grant of £4,500. Deliveries are expected to begin in October. Alternatively it’s available from £275 per month on a Personal 
Contract Purchase (PCP) scheme, with a £900 deposit contribution. Volkswagen says that together with the all-electric e-Golf and 
hybrid versions of the Golf and Passat, the arrival of the e-up! represents the start of a significant acceleration toward electro¬ 
mobility for the German company with 30 more electric or plug-in hybrid models due to be launched by 2025.

The Mokka X has been 
given a bold new look by a design team led by Brit Mark Adams with a more solid and muscular stance. On the 
inside, there’s a completely new dashboard inspired by the new Astra. The centre stack has been redeveloped 
completely around the seven- and eight-inch touchscreens of the new generation infotainment systems.

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Northants push 
for one last win 
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FINAL FLOURISH: Alex Wakely struck a ton 


Northamptonshire have a great chance 
of finishing a memorable campaign 
with three consecutive wins in the 
County Championship, as they require 
eight wickets on the final day of their 
match against Gloucestershire at 
Wantage Road. 

After the visitors were set 442 to win 
with a minimum of 112 overs of the 
match left, Ben Sanderson removed vis¬ 
iting skipper Gareth Roderick and Will 
Tavare late in the evening to leave Glos 
on 35-2 at the close, making Northants 
heavy favourites to pick up the result. 

The toss was uncontested, with 
Gloucestershire choosing to field first 
and it brought early reward when they 
claimed the scalp of Ben Duckett for just 
five, when he edged Liam Norwell to on- 
loan wicketkeeper Phil Mustard. 

But Rob Newton and captain Alex 
Wakely put the T20 Blast champions in 
control with a superb second-wicket 
stand of 196, with the former backing up 
his unbeaten 202 against Leicestershire 
last month with a superb 130. 

Wakely, who has ended the campaign 
strongly with the bat, produced a centu¬ 
ry of his own - his first of the campaign 
- as he struck 105 in what was his best 
knock of the year. 

The only regret for Northants in their 
first innings was that they were unable 
to kick on and post a big total, as they 
collapsed from 279-3 in the evening of 
day one to 326 all out early the following 
morning. 

The last four wickets fell in the space 
of just 17 balls, with all of them coming 
courtesy of David Payne, who finished 
with figures of 4-57. 

But falling in a heap in this manner 
didn’t prove to be costly as Rory 
Kleinveldt quickly removed openers 
Roderick and Chris Dent before 
Gloucestershire slid to 158-7 midway 
through the afternoon on day two. 

56 off 65 balls from Payne restored 
some face, but the visitors were bowled 
out for 261, with Rob Keogh the pick of 
the bowlers in taking 4-67, to give 
Northants a first innings lead of 65. 

An opening partnership of 116 
between Duckett and Newton gave 
Northants a firm grip of the game, with 
Duckett’s 70 off 87 deliveries allowing 
him to finish the season on 1,338 runs 
in the County Championship at a bril¬ 
liant average of 60.81. 

Richard Levi continued the good work 
by smashing 95 off 114 balls, including 
15 fours as the hosts moved towards set¬ 
ting their opponents a big target. 

Payne did well again with the ball in 
claiming 4-75 as Northants were eventu¬ 
ally all out for 376, but his teammates 
face a huge tasking in saving this match. 


Jak back in full swing after 
delayed start to campaign

Fans of Northampton Town had 
to wait before finding out what 
type of player they had signed in 
Jak McCourt after he picked up 
an injury in pre-season, but the 
midfielder has made it worth 
their while. 

McCourt joined the Cobblers in 
June after being released by 
Barnsley and was still settling in 
to life at Sixfields when a nasty 
landing during a friendly at 
Nuneaton the following month 
looked set to rule him out for a 
prolonged period.

McCourt said of his injury: “It 
was very frustrating, but it was out 
of everyone’s hands, taking up an 
injury, but I’m just happy to be 
back playing now and be back 
with the lads. 

“I dislocated my shoulder in a 
pre-season game, which was a set¬ 
back, but it was better news than 
we expected at the start because I 
was meant to be getting an opera¬ 
tion, but we decided to just go 
with injections, which has worked 
out good for everyone. 

“We’re just managing it every 
day, keeping an eye on things, 
strengthening work and stuff like 
that, but everything’s fine now.

don’t feel it as much anymore.” 

McCourt was able to make his 
official Cobblers debut off the 
bench in the dour 0-0 draw against 
AFC Wimbledon at Sixfields on 
August 20, but the team’s fortunes 
have improved since. 

His first start saw Town knock 
out Premier League West Brom on 
penalties in the second round of 
the EFL Cup, which set up a dream 
tie at home to Manchester United 
in round three next week.

Teimana Harrison returns to the ground where 
he gained plenty of plaudits last season as 
Northampton Saints make the trip down the Ml 
to face Saracens at Allianz Park this Saturday. 

Saints were brave in defeat during their last 
visit to North London, as their injury-hit line-up 
were beaten 29-20 in the quarter finals of the 
Champions Cup against the eventual champi¬ 
ons, who also went on to retain their Premiership 
title. 

Harrison put in an outstanding performance 
for Northampton in that match, particularly in 
the first half, as he coupled some ferocious work 
at the breakdown with some charging breaks in 
the loose.

“Some individuals had good games and I think 
this week we’ll be looking to build on that, but as 
a team collectively if we have a good day I think 
we can upset the champions. 

“I was conscious that I was having a good game, 
but at the time I was focused on trying to get the 
boys revved up and keep us in the game.” 

Since then, Harrison has had the chance to get 
to know some of Saracens’ forwards, such as 
Maro Itoje, George Kruis, Jamie George and the 
Vunipola brothers, while on England duty. 

However, any friendships he may have made 
during the summer sound as if they’ll be forgot¬ 
ten when the action gets under way. 

Harrison said: “Personally, I want to go out 


there and smash them. That would be nice going 
into [England] camps and saying ‘yeah, I smoked 
you’ and that kind of thing. 

“A lot of their guys are really nice guys - I get 
along with them really well. Getting the win over 
them would feel even better.” 

Allianz Park is a ground where Northampton 
have done well as a whole since Saracens moved 
there in 2013 - they’ve won at the venue three 
times already, although picking up a fourth does 
look a daunting task given the way their hosts 
have started the season. 

Harrison said: “They’re double champions, 
they’ve got a target on their head and we want to 
be the first guys to knock them over. 

“We know we can - we know we went down 
there last year and beat them in the league [20- 
15], so we know we can do it, we’ve got a good 
enough squad to do it.

“We always knew to develop him 
from Under-21 standard, which in 
my opinion is nowhere near league 
football, to League One was going 
to be a patient process and we're 
slowly but surely getting there. 

“There's aspects of his game he's 
got to work on, like there is with 
anybody. You can go throughout 
the team - Alex Revell, Matty 
Taylor, there's aspects of their 
game we need to improve on. 

“Kenji is no different; he's a 
young lad who we have to be 
patient with. He's got quality in 
abundance and slowly but surely 
we'll get it out of him.”

Northampton has a new sporting hero after 
15-year-old swimmer Elbe Robinson bagged 
gold in the S6 women's 50m butterfly at the 
Paralympic Games. 

Robinson became the UK’s number one trend 
on Twitter following her stunning victory which 
saw her swim a Paralympic record time of 35.58 
seconds. Complete with her ‘gangster’ entrance 
as she walked towards the pool, she certainly 
grabbed the attention of the British public. 


The teenage sensation, who has dwarfism, was 
cheered on by hundreds of her fellow class¬ 
mates, who were watching at Northampton 
High School as she finished top of the podium 
on what was her Paralympic debut. 

After the race, Robinson, told broadcasters 
Channel 4: “I keep looking around to check that 
I actually won, it’s so weird. I gave it everything 
and maxed it. 

“I put everything I have done in training into 
that race. 

“It’s going to be weird to go back to school as a 
Paralympic champion. 


“Thanks to everyone who has been watching 
me at school, it’s so sweet.” 

Robinson, who first learned to swim aged four, 
has underlined her potential since by finishing 
fourth in both the 50m freestyle in her category 
last Saturday and the 400m freestyle on Tuesday 
night with a personal best of 5:27.23, just behind 
compatriot Elbe Simmonds. 

She will be rounding off a successful first-ever 
Games in the 100m freestyle on Saturday, with 
the heats starting at 1:40pm (British time) and 
the final, which will hopefully include her, due 
to take place at 9:41pm.
